Then and Now

On October 28, 1886 the 
Statue of Liberty was unveiled in New 
York harbor. The statue was paid for 
and erected by the contributions of 
individuals in France and the United 
States. 

Today, 117 years later, that 
America doesn't exist anymore — even 
though politicians love to talk about 
"our freedoms." 

In 1886 America had an open 
hand to the rest of the world. America 
didn't fear anyone and no one feared 
America. Today Americans live in a 
state of siege. 

The idea of invading the 
Philippines or bombing the Sudan or 
intervening in Nicaragua or overturning 
a government in the Dominican 
Republic or starting a war with Iraq 
would have seemed ludicrous to the 
American people in 1886. As John 
Quincy Adams put it, America didn't go 
abroad in search of monsters to 
destroy. Today America has troops in 
over a hundred foreign countries. 

In 2003 the maximum 
personal income tax rate is 35%, plus 
15% for the Social Security tax. In 1886 
the maximum income tax rate of any 
kind was 0%. 

In 1886 taxes at all levels of 
government consumed less than 7% of 
the national income. In 2003 taxes take 
roughly half the national income. 

In 1886 the federal 
government spent $242 million. In 2003 
the federal government will spend over 
$2 trillion — 10,000 times as much. 

In 1886 the federal debt was 
$1.40 per person (adjusted for inflation 
to dollars of 2002 value). In 2002 the 
federal debt was $21,564 per person. 

In 1886 there was no 
Securities & Exchange Commission, no 


Food and Drug Administration, no 
Interstate Commerce Commission, no 
Federal Trade Commission, no federal 
regulatory agencies of any kind. In 
2003 every conceivable thing in 
America is regulated in some way by 
some level of government. 

In 1886 there was no Federal 
Reserve System. The U.S. government 
simply minted coins from gold or silver 
brought to the Treasury. All paper 
money was issued by private banks, 
which redeemed the paper money on 
demand with gold or silver. While there 
occasionally were bank failures, small 
panics, or crashes, there was nothing 
to compare with the gigantic failure of 
the banking system and the Great 
Depression that occurred after the 
founding of the Federal Reserve 
System in 1913. 

In 1886 there were no crimes 
against the state — no drug laws, no 
prohibitions of any kind. People lived 
their own lives, and if you didn't like the 
way someone lived, you simply didn't 
associate with him. You didn't run to 
the legislature to try to get a law 
passed to change his conduct; you just 
stayed away from him. In 2003 there is 
no law regulating conduct that is so 
ridiculous that someone won't introduce 
it in the U.S. Congress or some state 
legislature. 

In 1886 America, the 
individual stood above the state. In 
2003 the state's "compelling interest" 
comes first. 

If America in 1886 was a land 
of liberty, what is America in 2003? 

In 1886 anyone living in 
America could be assured that: 

• No one would ask for his papers; 

• No one would fasten a number on 
him; 

• No one would extort a percentage of 
his income as the price of getting a job. 


• No police would invade his home 
without warning and a warrant; a 
person's home truly was his castle. 

Statue of Liberty Day won't be 
celebrated, because what it stands for 
no longer exists. It's a forgotten day, 
just as the real America seems to be a 
forgotten country. 

But it isn't really forgotten. 
Many of us know what once was could 
be again. And that's why we refuse to 
give up. 

We want to bring back 19th- 
century freedom and marry it with 21st- 
century technology. 

Then we can again celebrate 
this day and this country as it should 
be. 

And once again that great 
statue of Lady Liberty can provide light 
and hope and inspiration to the entire 
world. 

Racists Held at Bay 

U.S. Secretary of State- 
nominee Condoleezza Rice has said 
memories of Birmingham, Alabama's 
racial turmoil shaped some of her core 
values. 

During the bombings of the 
summer of 1963, her father and other 
neighborhood men guarded the streets 
at night to keep white vigilantes at bay. 
Rice said her staunch defense of gun 
rights comes from those days. She has 
argued that if the guns her father and 
neighbors carried had been registered, 
they could have been confiscated by the 
authorities, leaving the black community 
defenseless 

Rice said the violence of 1963 
is "burned into my consciousness." That 
was the year four little girls — about the 
same age as Rice at the time — were 
killed in the fire-bombing of a 
Birmingham church.

Camden "Most Dangerous 
City" 

TRENTON - The New Jersey 
city of Camden was named Nov. 23 as 
the "Most Dangerous City in America," 
by Morgan Guitno, a public research 
firm which publishes annual ratings of 
cities, including violent crime indices. 
The designation was due to Camden's 
per capita standing on a number of 
violent crime measures, including 
murder, rape, robbery and aggravated 
assault.

- that assault weapons do cause crime. 

Unfortunately one of the first 
things we realized was that fellow anti¬ 
gun organizations have made mistakes 
in their claims that these weapons are 
inexpensive and readily available. Ouite 
to the contrary, we ended up paying 
over $1,500 for the "Colt AR-15" assault 
weapon we are currently monitoring! At 
least this is one assault weapon that is 
off of the streets! 

We obtained the "Colt AR-15" 
from a local death merchant and 
configured a web-cam to monitor it 24 
hours a day. Much to our 
embarrassment, an astute volunteer 
pointed out that we needed to "load" the 
rifle with assault ammunition. 

A few days later, thanks to 
some generous donations, we have the 
rifle loaded with a "magazine" and are 
waiting for spontaneous acts of 
violence. 

So far we have yet to see 
violence from our assault weapon. 
However, we realize that the weapon we 
obtained for our testing is but a small 
subset of these extremely expensive, 


underpowered, inaccurate weapons 
preferred by gang members, drug 
dealers and other dangerous criminals! 

Your spare funds could help us 
purchase additional weapons for testing. 
As little as $5 can buy the ammunition 
that could be the missing catalyst that 
causes these weapons to rain 
destruction on our streets, allowing us to 
document once and for all that assault 
weapons do cause crime!

Private Jet Takes Men for 
“Torture” 

LONDON: An executive jet is 
being used by US intelligence agencies 
to fly terrorist suspects to Egypt, Syria 
and Uzbekistan, countries that use 
torture in their prisons. 

The movements of the 
Gulfstream 5, leased by the US Defence 
Department and the CIA, are detailed in 
confidential logs obtained by The 
Sunday Times which cover more than 
300 flights. 

The logs have prompted 
allegations from critics that the agency 
is using such regimes to carry out 
"torture by proxy" - a charge denied by 
the US Government. 

The Gulfstream and a similarly 
anonymous-looking Boeing 737 are 
hired by US agents from Premier 
Executive Transport Services, a private 
company in Massachusetts. 

The white 737 is a frequent 
visitor to US military bases, although its 
exact role has not been revealed. 

The Gulfstream can carry 14 
passengers. Analysis of the plane's 
flight plans, covering more than two 
years, shows that it always departs from 
Washington DC. It has flown to 49 
destinations outside the US, including 
Cuba and many Middle East countries. 

Its prisoner transfer missions 
were first reported in May by the 
Swedish television program Cold Facts. 
It described how US agents had arrived 
in Stockholm in the Gulfstream in 
December 2001 to take two suspected 
terrorists from Sweden to Egypt. 

Witnesses saw the prisoners 
handed to US agents whose faces were 
masked by hoods. The clothes of the 
handcuffed prisoners were cut off and 
they were dressed in nappies covered 
by orange overalls before being forcibly 
given sedatives by suppository 

The Gulfstream flew them to 
Egypt, where both prisoners claimed 
they were beaten and tortured with 
electric shocks to their genitals. 

A month before the Swedish 
extradition, the same Gulfstream was 


identified in Karachi, Pakistan. Airport 
staff said they had seen Jamil Gasim, a 
Yemeni student who was suspected of 
links to al-Oa'ida, being bundled aboard 
the jet by a group of white men wearing 
masks. 

The jet took Gasim to Jordan, 
after which he has disappeared. 

"The entire operation was so 
mysterious that all persons involved in 
the operation, including US troops, were 
wearing masks," a source at the airport 
said. 

Some former CIA operatives 
and human rights campaigners claim 
the agency and the Pentagon use a 
process called "rendition" to send 
suspects to countries such as Egypt and 
Jordan. They are then tortured largely to 
gain information for the Americans who, 
it is alleged, encourage these countries 
to use aggressive methods banned 
under US law.

U.S. v. Cruikshank 

In U.S. v Cruikshank the 
Supreme Count ruled that the right to 
keep and bear arms supersedes the 
Constitution itself since the right to self- 
defense was in place before the creation 
of the document. The 2 nd Amendment, 
like most other amendments, simply 
placed a restriction on the government 
forbidding it from intervening in this 
area.

The Executive Director of 
Ceasefire NJ said: "It was our campaign 
to pass the Childproof Handgun Law 
that led NJIT to embark on development 
of one of the many possible 
childproofing technologies, 

demonstrated here today." 

"Happily, thankfully and 
proudly, we stand today with far-sighted 
federal legislators from our state, who 
worked together to gain crucial funding 
for NJIT's project, and we can now see 
the day not far off when the Childproof 
Handgun Law will kick-in and only such 
handguns will be available for sale in 
New Jersey. That will be a wonderful 
day for the safety of New Jersey's 
homes, schools and communities." 








New Jersey's Childproof 
Handgun Law mandates that handgun 
sales in the state will be limited to those 
designed and manufactured so that they 
can be operated only by adult 
authorized users, starting three years 
after the first childproof handgun 
becomes commercially available. NJIT 
reported today that handguns 
incorporating its childproofing 
technology will be available for sale in 
approximately two years.

U.N. Charged with Sexual 
Abuse 

UNITED NATIONS - The 
United Nations is investigating about 
150 allegations of sexual abuse by U.N. 
civilian staff and soldiers in the Congo. 

The accusations include 
pedophilia, rape and prostitution, said 
Jane Holl Lute, an assistant secretary- 
general in the peacekeeping 
department. 

Lute, an American, said there 
was photographic and video evidence 
for some of the allegations and most of 
the charges came to light since the 
spring. 

In May the United Nations 
reported some 30 cases of abuse 
among peacekeepers in the 
northeastern town of Bunia, where half 
of the more than 10,000 soldiers are 
stationed. 

Last month, one French soldier 
and two Tunisian soldiers were sent 
home, U.N. officials said. Three U.N. 
civilian staff were suspended. 


Visiting the Congo within the 
past month was Jordan’s U.N. 
ambassador, Prince Zeid Ra’ad Al- 
Hussein, who serves as a special 
adviser on sexual exploitation. One of 
his tasks is to persuade governments to 
act on charges against their soldiers. 

The United Nations mission in 
the Congo has some 10,800 
peacekeepers and some 60 civilian 
staff, led by American diplomat William 
Lacy Swing. 

The revelations of 
peacekeeping abuses is usually kept 
quiet at the United Nations until 
reporters or individual countries disclose 
the news, as happened in Cambodia in 
the early 1990s and later in Somalia, 
Bosnia and Ethiopia. But in this case the 
world body released some details.

US Group Campaigning to 
Expel UN 

An influential American lobby 
group launched a large-scale nationwide 
campaign on Monday with the goal of 
expelling the United Nations from the 
United States. 

The group charges U.N. 
Secretary-General Kofi Annan with 
failing to support the global war on 
terror. 

The California-based Move 
America Forward group has produced a 
60-second commercial advocating the 
expulsion of all UN staff and the shutting 
down of the New York headquarters. 
“The UN has become an apologist and 
defender of terrorist organizations and 
their agents,” said the TV commercial. 

The ad urged Americans to 
sign a petition calling for “booting” the 
world body off American soil. 

The organization is calling for a 
review of American financial 
contributions to the UN, claiming that 
much of the US aid to the global 
organization was sent by the UN to 
terrorists in Iraq and the Palestinian 
Authority. “It's time we sent a message 
to the UN: We are not going to tolerate 
your conduct anymore. We tell other 
countries not to harbor organizations 
that support terrorists. Why then, do we 
harbor the UN here in America?

No Child Left Unmedicated

Big Brother is on the march. A plan 
to subject all children to mental health 
screening is under way, and 
pharmaceutical companies are gearing 
up for bigger sales of psychotropic 
drugs. 

The plan’s genesis was the New 
Freedom Commission on Mental Health 
created by President George W. Bush in 
2002 . 

The commission recommends 
"routine and comprehensive" testing and 
mental health screening for every child 
in the U.S., including preschoolers. The 
president has instructed 25 federal 
agencies to develop a plan to implement 
the commission's recommendations. 

The commission proposes using 
electronic medical records for mental 
health interrogation of both children and 
adults for mental illnesses in school and 
during routine physical exams. The 
commission also recommends 
integrating electronic health records and 
personal health information systems. 

It recommends "linkage" of these 
mental examinations with "state-of-the- 
art treatments" using "specific 
medications for specific conditions." 
That means prescribing more expensive 
patented antidepressants and 
antipsychotic drugs. 

The plan includes periodic 
developmental exams for children ages 
0-18 years, a statewide data-reporting 
system to track information on each 
child, social-emotional development 
screens with all mandated school exams 
in kindergarten, fourth grade and ninth 
grade, and report cards on children's 
social-emotional development. 

The plan is to add mental health 
assessment to the state's physical 
examination certificate, along with 
mandatory immunization records. In 
Illinois all children, unless religiously 
exempt, are required to have up-to-date 
health examinations and immunizations 
for school entry. 

The plan inevitably opens up 
screening for politically incorrect 
attitudes and nonconformity, as defined 
by the powers that be. 

Mental health diagnoses are 
inherently subjective and social 
constructions, as even the diagnostic 
manuals admit. Many thousands, if not 
millions, of children would receive 
stigmatizing diagnoses that would follow 
them for the rest of their lives. 

"State-of-the-art treatments" will 
result in many thousands of children 
being medicated by expensive, 
ineffective, and dangerous drugs. The 
long-term safety and effectiveness of 




psychiatric medications on children have 
never been proven. 

The side effects of suggested 
medications in children are severe. They 
include suicide, violence, psychosis, 
cardiac toxicity, and growth 
suppression. Several school shooters, 
such as Eric Harris (Columbine) and Kip 
Kinkel (Oregon) had been on 
antidepressants or stimulants when they 
committed their crimes. 

Parental rights are unclear or 
nonexistent under these mental 
screening programs. What are the rights 
of youth and parents to refuse or opt out 
of mental screening? 

Will they face coercion and threats 
of removal from school, or child neglect 
charges, if they refuse privacy-invading 
interrogations or unproved medications? 
How will a child remove a stigmatizing 
label from his records? 

A Columbia University pilot project 
of screening students called 
TeenScreen resulted in one-third being 
flagged as "positive" for mental health 
problems, and half of those being turned 
over for mental health treatment. If this 
is preview of what would happen when 
52 million public school students are 
screened, it would mean hanging a 
libelous label on 17 million American 
children and putting 8 million children 
into the hands of the 
psychiatric/pharmaceutical industry.

The Big Ear 

You've probably heard about 
Echelon, the vast listening system run 
by the US, UK, Canada and Australia 
that scans the world's voice traffic 
looking for key words and phrases. 

Aside from using the system for 
industrial espionage and bypassing 
international and national laws to listen 
in on people, it is also used to listen out 
for people like Osama bin Laden and 
assorted terrorists. 

All this is out in the relative open 
thanks to investigative journalists and a 
European Commission report into the 
system. 

It works like this: The calls are 
recorded by geo-stationary spy satellites 
and listening stations, such as the UK's 
Menworth Hill, which combine satellite- 
intercepted calls and trunk landline 
intercepts and forward them on to 
centres, such as NSA at Fort Meade, 
where supercomputers work on the 
recordings in real time. 

It uses a Texas Memory Systems 
SAM product - a combined solid-state 
disk (SSD) and DSP (digital signal 
processor). Woody Hutsell, an executive 
VP at TMS, said: "The systems are a 


combination of SSD with DSP ASICs." 
ASICs are application-specific 
integrated circuits - chips dedicated to a 
specific purpose. 

TMS has a TM-44 DSP chip which 
has 8 GFLOPS of processing power - 
that's eight billion floating point 
operations per second. The processing 
uses floating point arithmetic operations 
to supply the accuracy needed for the 
analysis. A DSP chip turns analogue 
signals from a sensor or recorder into 
digital information usable by a computer. 

There are vast streams of 
information coming from recorded 
telephone conversations. The ability to 
have the DSPs work in parallel speeds 
up analysis enormously. Spinning hard 
drives can't feed the DSPs fast enough, 
nor are they quick enough for 
subsequent software analysis of the 
data. Consequently TMS uses its solid 
state technology to provide a buffer up 
to 32GB that keeps the DSPs operating 
at full speed. 

Echelon is a global surveillance 
network set up in Cold War days to 
provide the U.S. government with 
intelligence data about Russia. One of 
the main contractors is Raytheon. 
Lockheed Martin has been involved in 
writing software for it. Since then it has 
expanded into a general listening 
facility, an electronic vacuum cleaner, 
sucking up the world's telephone 
conversations. Information about its 
existence has been reluctantly revealed, 
prompted by scandals such as the 
recordings of Princess Diana's 
telephone calls by the NSA. 

Recorded signals are fed into the 
TMS SAM systems where the DSPs 
filter out the noise to produce much 
clearer signals that software can work 
on to detect individual voices, perform 
voice recognition, and listen out for 
keywords, such as, for example, 
"Semtex". Decryption of encrypted calls 
is also a likely activity. 

Hutsell says the SAM systems, "are 
supplied to intelligence agencies and 
the military though system integrators 
like Raytheon, Lockheed Martin and 
Zeta. It's an intelligence community 
application involving data from various 
sources. Step one is to filter out the 
noise and our DSP chips are used for 
that. Then they look into patterns using 
other tools - images or voice. It's very 
high-speed." 

TMS has supplied its RAMs and 
high-speed SSD technology to several 
US government agencies. Hutsell said, 
"We have recently sold another terabyte 
system to a federal agency. It's installed 
in the DC [District of Columbia] area via 
our partner Vion. There's another in a 


government data centre with Oracle 
indices that needed to be accelerated." 

TMS has had 40 percent year on 
year growth for three years. It has no 
debt and is privately-owned. Hutsell 
said: "This year is the healthiest year 
ever." Half the company's revenue 
comes from the government sector. 

Fast, very fast, database and 
recorded signal access is the name of 
this game. The US government wants to 
know what you and I are talking about. 
Spy in the sky satellites listen in to what 
we say and look at what we do. Then 
solid state disk keeps the real time 
analysis of these calls and images 
operating at full speed. The world's 
fastest storage system is used in the 
world's most sophisticated spying 
operation.

First Guns, Now Knives

It appears the Brits have 
climbed the Cliff of Insanity and taken a 
nosedive into the River of Absurdity. My 
friend Mike Williamson and I used to 
laugh about Britain's ban on armed self 
defense, and the attempts to correct the 
problems caused by said ban by 
implementing yet more stringent and 
bizarre restraints on people’s rights. 
Mike was born in the UK and I kidded 
him that soon sharp implements would 
be banned, and people would be forced 
to buy pre-cut food rather than risk the 
chance of an unstable chef hacking 
someone to pieces with a knife.
